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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to the DECISION ON APPEAL by THE 
BOARD OF PATENT APPEALS AND INTERFERENCES dated July 6, 2009. 
Claims 1-58 are pending in this application. 

The Board reversed the rejections by the examiner of claims 1-10 and affirmed the 
rejections by the examiner of claims 1 1 -58. 

Claims 1 1-58 are hereby canceled since Appellant has failed to respond to the Board's 
decision within the 60 day period after the mailing date of the Board's decision. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

According to the Board's decision, "Kolling thus at Col. 19:26-28 does not disclose "the 
amount of bill data included in the e-mail message is based, at least in part, on an email 
address of a recipient" as the claim 1 requires". 

For this reason claims 1 is deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, and 
claims 2-10 are allowed by dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee, and to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled Comments on Statement of 
Reasons for allowance.
